They consist of facts and 
evidence which can be heard almost 
in the same terms at nny si on of 
the Central’ Criminal Courts, and 
for their accuracy Mr. Montgomery 
Hyde relies very wisely upon the 
shorthand notes taken at the trials, 

Tho Interest in the book Iles 
mainly “in the very careful preface 
written by Mr Hyde himself, who 
edity the whole book, and In the 
story of the prosecution by Wilde 
of the “Marquess of Queensberry 
which ended in the acquittal of the 
Marquess and. the arrest of Wilde.’ 

R. HYDE gives a very clear pie- 
ture of the three persons chlef~ 
ty concerned in .the’ story: Wilde 
himself, tho -}larquess of Queens- 
berry, and thé Marquess’s son, 
Lord Alfred Douglas, :
